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On September 10, 1913, Norfolk House School opened its doors. Eleven 
students had been enrolled, but only 9 of those actually appeared. The © 
school had rent quarters, a name and its motto (Do thy best and rejoice with 
those that do better) and not much else, except for the aspirations and 
dreams of its two founders, Julia McDermott and Dora Atkins. : 


At 100, GNS is a vibrant, confident, internationally oriented school with 
outstanding programs, outstanding people, and improving facilities. 
Combining the best of traditional values and the 21st century approach to 
education. That is a formidable challenge, because the pace of change has 
accelerated enormously with ongoing development of technology, but good 
schools become better schools by managing that. It involves continually 
evaluating what you are doing, how you are doing It, and why you are doing 
it. The fact that it was appropriate three years ago is absolutely no guarantee 
that is it appropriate now! 


Given such challenges, it is helpful and comforting to have the stabilizing 
effect of being values driven. | do not know what Dora Atkins and Julia 
McDermott would think of Do Your Best Through Truth and Courage, but | 
suspect they would embrace it. That exquisite expression of our core values, 
fashioned when NHS and Glenlyon came together in the mid-eighties, had 
its origins in the school that opened in September 1913. What is wonderful 
about it is that it was as relevant in 1913 as it was it 1986, as is today.

Dora Atkins was born in England in 1895 and taught 
at Norwich High School from 1908-1913. At the 
request of a former colleague, Julia McDermott, she 
emigrated to Victoria, B.C., Canada in 1913 to 
become a joint proprietor of the newly-founded 
Norfolk House School. When Julia married and lett 
the school in 1917, Dora Atkins became Headmistress 
until her retirement in 1956 due to ill-health. At that 
time she removed almost all the school records to her 


home and hired a young man to burn them. She died 


in 1975.

Sr. Boys Rugby 
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This was a rebuilding year for the Senior Boys Rugby Team. The majority 
of the players on the team were in grade 9 or 10! However, despite this 
inexperience, the 2013 senior school rugby program can be considered a 
success. For the first time in many years the program ran both junior and 
senior teams. The latter team earned a berth to the 'AA' Provincial High- 
school Rugby Championships, representing the fourth consecutive year 
the school has participated in this prestigious annual event. In the 
provincial high school rugby community, the Gryphons are recognized as 
a team that stands well above its' competition. Indeed, there is little 
doubt that if an 'A' provincial rugby championship existed, there would be 
a few more championship rugby banners hanging in our gymnasium. 
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The GNS crew of 2012 was comprised of 35 athletes, ranging from 
grade 8 novices, to a handful of experienced seniors.

The team practiced at Elk Lake 3 times per week over the 
9 week season. They also participated in 3 regattas, where the rowers 
represented GNS admirably with their enthusiasm, sportsmanship and 
tenacity. Despite coming from a relatively small school, we were still 
able to snag 6 coveted podium finishes at city championships. The 
majority of the season had the rowers out in fantastic, warm fall weather, 
but they also endured some days of "sideways rain". Thank you to the 
great coaches of the greater Victoria youth rowing center - James Lane, 
Nick Lee and Theron Finley for their tireless efforts. Always enthusiastic 
and dedicated to the team, they taught the new rowers the art of 
sweeping and sculling and helped the more experienced rowers master 
their technique.
